If the former assistant chief of 
the Army Aair Service was accept- 
able for the post, Representative 
Bioom told Mr. Waiker he had no 
doubt Congress will enact any 
legislation necessary to make the 
appointment possible. 

Col. Mitchell, whose sentence 
remains to be passed upon by the 
‘War Department .and President 
Coolidge, has not been approached 
On the proposal. He is out of the 
city after his long confinement to 
the Distrit of Columbia during the 
court-martial tria] which ended in 
Rig conviction of charges of mis- 
conduct the prejudiee of good 
order and military diecipline.’’ 

Mayor-elect Walker, who takes 
office January 1, has not announced 
the personnel of his administra- 
tion. The message sent to him to- 
day by Representative Bloom. read: 

‘The name of Col. William 
Mitchell is presented to you for 
the office of Police Coramissioner 
at New York City. If he should 
meet your approvil, I have no 
doubt that legislative authority 
could be enacted here permitting 
his employment by the City of 
New York. I believe thig would 
be an eminently fitting appoint- 
ment and give our city able 
executive who has in war and 

shown himself to be a fear- 
ese and able man at every diffi- 
cult task that has come to his 
hands."

More 
than half of the inspectors in the 
States and cities covered by the in- 
vestigation, it explained, went into 
thelr positions “without adequate 
training or experience.” 

“The trusting confidence of the 
American pub in the efficiency 
of laws,” the report said, “was 
never more clearly shown 
more betrayed than in the 
matter of food inspection. 

“We have enacted ‘pure-food’ 
laws and ordinances, therefore,

POLITICAL SOCIETY 


The Fentans were a political so- 
ciety in Ireland and the United 
States, taking their name from an 
ancient Irish military body and the 
legendary hero Finn or Fionn Mac- 
Cumball They organized in 1867 
for the purpose of establishing an 
Irish republic. In this country the 
movement first attracted attention 
in 1863, in which year a congress 
was held at Chicago. 

In Ireland there were widespread 
clashes with British authority, and 
the feeling these inspired among 
Irish tn this country was greatly 
increased after large numbers of 
Irish soldiers had been freed by 
the disbanding of the Union armies 
at the close of the Civil War. 

In October, 1865, at a Fentan 
convention in New York, an inva- 
sion of Canada by a force of these 
veterans was determined upon. In 
April, 1866, an attempt was made 
to gather men and arms for an ad- 
vance into New Brunswick, and 
590 assembled at Eastport, Me. 
Federal authorities interfered, 
expected reinforcements fatled to 
arrive, and this attempt was aban- 
doned. 

But un June 1 about 1500 men 
crossed into Canada at Buffalo. 
Canadian militia had been called 
out and a skirmish occurred the 
next day. The Fenians lost heavi- 
ly in prisoners and wounded, 
though few were killed. Attempt- 
ing to return to the United States, 
700 were seized by Federal author- 
ities and some were later  sen- 
tenced to short prison terms. 

Two other prejected Canadian 
invagions failed of achievement 
during that year, as did later ef- 
forts in 1870 and 1871. Meantime. 
risings In Ireland were frustrated 
ty the British in 1865 and 1866, 
and a general insur®tection was 
suppressed in 1867.

| Advocates of an early and equitable 
settiement of the Colorado River question 
are entitled to interpret the events of the 
past week as constituting real, if slight, 
progress toward the end scught. 

Notwithstanding the rejection by Arizo- 
na of the proposals of Califernia and Ne. 
vada and her substitution therefor of an- 
other characteristic set of impossible and 
impracticable Hunt terms, there are visible 
for the first time signs of crumbling in the | 
walls of the irreccncilables. 

The politicians who for so many years 
have kept the Colorado question at a dead. 
lock have made their first step in retreat. 

The SwingJohnson bill, with its Alb 
American Canal rider, long the principal 
stumbling block in the path of agreement, 
has been pushed from the center cf the 
stage and the Colorado compact has taken 
its place as the object of serious consider- 
ation. 

The California conferees who hamstrung 
the six-State pact with the Finney govern- 
ment high-dam resolution are murmuring 
a willingness to forget that issue in the 
interests of harmony. 

A conciliatory attitude has replaced one 
of defiant belligerence. 

The reasons for all this are not far 
seek. 

Successful politicians maintain théir po-

sitions only by public sufferance and their 
own ability to perceive just hew far they 
can go in the pursuit of their own inter- 
ests. Only those survive who know when 
to stop. 

The politicians who have controlled the 
Colorado negotiations have not been blind 
to the storm signals flying in Washington. 
The warnings of President Coolidge, of Seo- 
retary Hoover and of Senator McNary, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Irrl- 
gation and Reclamation, that the warring 
interests must compose their differences or 
keep out of Congress, did not go unheeded. 

The bearings in Washington have defi- 
nitely fixed upon Johnson and Swing the 
responsibility for the failures to date of the 
years of river negotiations. The upper 
States have been outspoken in their de 
nunciation cf ghe tactics of the California 
political clique.’ The public has not failed 
to grasp the significance of their revela- 
tions. And none knows better than these 
politicians the signs of trouble ahead—for 
themselves. They are looking for the 
easiest way out. The sincerity cf their 
past protestaticus is to be read in the fact | 
that they are-ready, apparently, to throw 
their program overboard if recessary to 
save themselves. 

For six hours a few days since, the Call- 
fornia delegates, most of them Swing-John- 
son men, conferred at the Biltmore with

ful arbitration. 

The Hoover compact itself, long flouted 
by those who saw in the Colorado question 
only an opportunity to make political capi- 
tal for themselves, is now the cbject of 
their politest solicitude. 

Only Gov. Hunt of Arizona shows na 
signs of coming off his high horse. The 
answer of his committee to the Califcrnia 
Arizona proposals are sufficient indication 
that nothing may he expected from Arizo- 
na in the way of co-operation so long as 
Hunt retains centro! of the negotiations. 

Fortunately, Gov. Hunt is not Arizona 
nor any considerable part of it. He does 
not represent the sentiment of his State 
on the Colorado problem any more than 
Senator Johnson represents that of Cali- 
fornia. Hitherto Hunt's obstinacy has been 
successful because the rest of the States— 
thanks to California's Finney resolution— 
were unable to get together among them- 
selves, 

As has been brought out fn Washington, 
the ideal answer to the Colorado problem 
lies in a seven-State pact without reserva- 
tions. For that to come to pass, Arizona 
must be included. There is no desire to 
leave her out or to deny her a drop cf wa- 
ter or a watt of power that ! right. 

Undesirable as it would be to do so, Colo 
rado River development can be undertaken 
on the basis cf a six-State’ pact. 

But it should b® only as a last resort.

If you think you have played in 
hard luck recently just harken to 
the story of Rafael Hernandez, as 
told in the complaint in his 
for $40,300 damages against the 
Southern Pacific Company. 


It was in last August, Rafael 
eaid, that his troubles came down 
upon him while he was working as 
a laborer on the defendant's tracks 
near Chavis. 

To begin with, the complaint 
stated, Rafael was holding ® spike 
which one of his fellow-workmen 


was attempting to drive inte the 
ground with a huge sledge. 

They were working in a tunnel, 
it was said, and Rafael’s helper 
mistook his head for the spike 
and sock! down came the sledge, 
knocking Rafael unconscious. But 
that isn't all.
